ESSENCE is an electronic syndromic surveillance system that utilizes emergency department chief complaint data sub-
mitted daily by participating Chicago hospitals. ILI activity is determined solely based on the patient’s chief complaint
and does not take into account the entire medical record, as the ILI activity reported in Figure 2 does. Currently, 10 Chi-
cago hospitals submit data to ESSENCE. For the week of January 10-16, 2016, 1.9% of emergency department visits
were due to ILI (Figure 3).

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Several outpatient clinics throughout Chicago participate
in CDC’s Influenza-like Illness Surveillance Network
(ILINet) by reporting on the number of patients with ILI
seen weekly. From January 10-16, 2016, with 24 facili-
ties reporting, 5.8% of visits were due to influenza-like
illness (Figure 4).

Which influenza strains are circulating?

Data on influenza virus test results are reported by Chica-

go laboratories performing influenza subtyping. For the
week of January 10-16, 2016, with 5 laboratories report-
ing, 11 of the 447 (2.5%) specimens tested for influenza
were positive for influenza (7 A (HIN1)pdm09, 1 H3N2,
2 A [unknown subtype] and 1 influenza B). Since Octo-
ber 4, 2015, 70 of 7,332 (<1%) specimens tested for in-
fluenza have been positive; 64 typed as influenza A (6
H3N2, 40 (HIN1)pdm09, 18 unknown subtype
[subtyping not attempted or not all subtypes tested]) and
6 were typed as influenza B (Figure 5). The cumulative
